The following ingenious mode of catch- 
iog grass-hoppers, is copied from the Ports¬ 
mouth, N. H. Journal/ 

GRASSHOPPERS—We are informed 
by a gentleman of undoubted veracity, who 
saw tbe spoil, that Friend Arnold Thomp¬ 
son, of Epsom, on Saturday evening last, 
caught in his and bis neighbors grain fields, 
between the hours of eight and twelve 
o’clock, Jive bushels and thres pecks of 
grasshoppers! His mode of catching them 
was by attaching two sheets together, and 
fastening them to a pole, which waa used 
as the front part of tbe drag. The pole 
extended beyond the width of the sheet ao 
as ts admit a person at both aides to draw 
it forward. At tbe sides of tbe drag, bra¬ 
ces extended from tbe pole so as to raise 
the back part of the sheet considerably from 
the ground, so that the grasshoppers could 
not escape. After running tbe drag about 
a dozen rods with rapidity, tbe braces 
were taken out and the sheet doubled over, 
the grasshoppers were then swept from each 
end towards the centre of the sheet, where^ 
was left an opening to the mouth of a ba 
which held about half a bushel; when de 
posited and tied up, the drag waa agsi 
opened ready to proceed. When this bag' 
was filled so ss to become burdensome, 
(their weight is about the same as that of 
the same measure of corn,) .the Ing was 
opened into a larger one and the grasshop¬ 
pers received into a new deposit. Tbe 
drag can be used only in the evening, when 
the grasshoppers are perched on the top of 
the grain. Hit manner of destroying them 
was by dipping (he large bags into a kettle 
of boiling water.—When boiled they have 
a redish appearance, and made a fine feast 
for the farmer’s hogs.

Some kinds of 
wheat have a greater recuperative power 
than others; and of these'the Lawler is 
most remarkable. Alter the fly has appeared 
to have destroyed every shoot above grouud, 
if the season will aid it at all, it will put 
forth fresh shoots which will bear grain: 
but (he Lawler is the latest of all wheat, 
and takes longest to mature. 01 course, 
as we have all found, it is most subject to 
rust and disaster. Lawler wheat should 
never be fed down. The same remarks ap¬ 
ply to the keggy wheat, and in a great de¬ 
gree to the New York white flint, except 
that this last docs not possess the recuper¬ 
ative power of the Lawler, and is not quite 
so late a wheat.

The very just sod applicable remarks of 
the able Editor of the ‘Political Examioer,’ 
printed at Kredericktown, afford an answer 
to these defamers of the legislature—In 
bia paper of the 2d instant, be refers to 
sections 29 and 30 of the act in question, 
and states the consequences to result from 
a rejection of that act by any county— He 
further says ‘in a country where there is 
no titled aristocracy, and where every of¬ 
fice is accessible to the man of virtue and 
talents; and without respect to fortune, or 
family, a liberal system of public instruc¬ 
tion is peculiarly necessary; because it 
tends to perpetuate that liberty and equali¬ 
ty, among our citinnr, which is the basis 
of our government—In proportion as tbe 
mind is enlightened the blessings which 
flow from out free institutions art under¬ 
stood aod estimated—Truly bas it been 
said that' intelligence is the life of liberty ,’ 
and the converse of this proposition is no 
less true—He then recites the memorable 
words of the philosopher of Monticello, 
which were quoted io my No. 8, and pro¬ 
ceeds—‘We cannot consent that tbe poor¬ 
er classes of the community shall be doom¬ 
ed (o a state of ignorance aiul servility 
when education can be so easily and ao 
cheaply extended to them—In all times, 
and in all nations, ignorance in tbe people 
baa proved a firm foot stool for tyranny to 
reel upon—It is this that continues the 
slaves of the holy alliance in their meao sub 
jeetion to arbitrary power; & it is from this 
that more danger is to be apprehended to 
our institutions than from all the projects 
of mad ambition—To think, lorcasoo, and 
to decidc-corrcctly of public men, and pub¬ 
lic measures, the mind must be enlighten¬ 
ed by education; and without it we are too 
apt to fall into dependence upon others, 
aod to yield ourselves, implicitly, to their 
guidance.’ 

'It is learetl by some that if the primary 
sellout acl should be adopted that their taxes 
will be considerably augmented—on this 
head experience is the best guide—lo*N*w 
York the system Las been in successful 
operation for some years, and in New 
England similar results have followed the 
experiment; and its friends cannot be too 
sanguine when they anticipate the like 
benefits from its adoption in this stale.' 

These sentiments were proclaimed in 
Frederick county, which with the city of 
Baltimore, pays a majority of the public 
taxes and as far as information has been 
received, there does not seem to exist a 
doubt that-the primary schools will be a- 
dopted, generally, on (he Western Shore. 

A candid and dispassionate review of the 
expositions of this law, and of the high 
and conclusive authorities to which they 
refer, must convince all, who are disposed 
to be convinced, of its practicability and 
expediency—And on the score of revenue, 
for its support, the financial view which 
was contained in No. 1 , founded upon offi¬ 
cial data, must satisfy the skeptical that 
our present means , and other sources, 
which as ‘yet have been untouched'are a- 
bundant for that purpose, without‘resort 
to direct taxes, or slate assessments upon 
the counties.’ 

I have looked in vain for defects in the 
details of this law, and for errors in tbe re¬ 
ports and illustrations which, from time to 
time, have been exhibited—Tbe law, in 
truth, was well matured after deep and 
serious deliberation; every objection teas 
calmly weighed, until perfected to thetlate 
in which it received the sanction of large 
majorities in each branch qf the General 
Assembly —Every person competent to 
understand the subject must be assured 
that there are neither errors nor miscalcu¬ 
lations—That the system is founded upon 
the approved experience of other states, 
that it is entirely susceptible of adaptation 
to our own, and that all the blessings which 
other people hare derived from its opera¬ 
tion, may be enjoyedJ)y our people.

To the People of Maryland. 

Notwithstanding my frequent recurrence 
to this subject, yet whenever I reflect on 
it, I am gtruck with wonder, that Mr. I'eac- 
kle should have been so blind to his own 
interest, as to expose, or b« the cause of 
exposing the defects of his own dear, dar¬ 
ling system of Public Instruction. The 
bill, of itself, without any of Mr. Teackles’ 
essays, illustrations or expositions, would 
have met with better reception among the 
people, than I have reason to believe it now 
will, for I think it probable, had not Mr. 

Teackle commenced a series of essays to 
illustrate his scheme, and had he nut fallen 
into such egregious errors, io his first at¬ 
tempt to explain it to tbe people, the bill 
might have remained in its state of native 
complexity, no one would have attempted 
to aoalyxe his system, or tear off the veil of 
obscurity in which it was enshrined. From 
the talents and long experience in legisla¬ 
tion, which Mr. Teackle is generally said 
to possess, and from his profound researches 
in literature, and that “long series of close 
attention to statistics, a regard to the expe¬ 
rience of other state*, and a practical knowl¬ 
edge of our 6nancea and resources," we 
might, and with reason, did expect he would 
have produced a scheme of Primary Schools, 
go plain and “luminous" as to ensure tbe 
publick concurrence, to banish all doubts of 
its practicability, aqd entirely dissipate all 
fears of its unauitabLaneaa to the state of our 
finances. 

1 have now before me one of Mr. Teack¬ 
les printed, electioneering letters, dated 
“Sonier>et county 5ih May 1824" fiom 
which I beg leave to make an extract, in 
order to show how completely he has du¬ 
ped the citizens of this county, 4 in particu¬ 
lar.* The extract reads thus: "The pri¬ 
mary object of our common desire, includes 
the policy of reducing the pressure of the 
public iharge*, and enhancing the value of 
our various productions — to encourage in¬ 
dustry, and remuve grievances that have 
heaped upon us unnumbered HU —and I 
am constrained to ascribe the present state 
of pervading distress and ruinous depres¬ 
sion to a course of measures, which in a 
progressive ratio, is accelerating the im¬ 
poverishment of the great body of the peo¬ 
ple, and tending to depreciate the best 
principles , if noi to destroy the actual ex¬ 
istence of representative government. I 
have seriously reflected on these matters, 
and deliberately applied the unerring lest 
of that experience, which a long senes of 
active intercourse with practical men has 
afforded me very ample opportunities; and 
1 feel assured of being prepared to reader' 
some service in the approaching crisis of 
our affairs. 

Tbe general system of Public Instruc¬ 
tion, which has been malured / and is now ! nient subdivisions, 
ready for consummation, would vastly con- f 
tribute to our amelioration; as besides the 
expansion of useful learning, and the light 
oj science, it would disperse a circulation 
of money, from which, our section, in par¬ 
ticular, would derive advantages beyond 
Ihe powers of calculation .” 1 do wish with 
all my heart, Mr. Teackle would, or could 

f ront, that Ihe "general system of Public 
nstructlon, which hat been matured, and is 
now ready for consummation," can possi¬ 
bly “contribute to the amelioration’’ of the 
grievances, which he alludes to in the above 
extracts, or, bow it is possible, the intro¬ 
duction of Primary Schools, can "disperse 
a circulation of moneyor, even admitting 
the adoption of hit scheme would "dis¬ 
perse a circulation of money," 1 cannot 
conceive how "our section in particular,“ 
can .“derive advantages beyond the pow¬ 
ers of calculation.'

errors, determined, with tbe greatest accu¬ 
racy, every expense, been ready prepared 
to vanquish, by argument, every opponent, 
aud to cause the mists of objection, to van¬ 
ish before the bright rays of his refulgent 
scheme. On the contrary, in his attempts 
to illustrate his system, he has fallen into 
error-, which have been observed, by all 
who have perused his essays, with atten¬ 
tion, and could scarcely escape the detec¬ 
tion of the most seperficial reader. 

Since l sent my second essay to press, I 
have seen published a communication, sign- | 
ed “A Common Farmer," in which tbe 
writer differs somewhat from the calcula¬ 
tions contained in my first number. In 
order to explain the seeming incongruity, 
and prevent it from having a pernicious ef¬ 
fect, to prejudice the public mind against 
both essays, 1 presume I may, without of¬ 
fending the “Common Farmer" examine 
his calculations, aod see whether the num¬ 
ber of dfctricts he mentioned be sufficient 
“to convey the benefits of education to a 
convenient distance of every dour." Ac¬ 
cording to the circulations of the "Commoa 
Farmer;" tbe slate of Maryland would re¬ 
quire to be divided imo 1200 districts of 
5 square miles. Let 1200 districts be mul¬ 
tiplied by 5 square miles and the product 
will be G000 squaro miles, which aecor- 
dingly, would be the “terrene superficies" 
of Maryland, whereas Mr. Teackle admits 
10000 square miles as the superficies fur¬ 
ther: It 10000 square miles be divided into 
1200 districts, there will be more than 8 
square miles lor the extent of each district;, 
which iB entirely too much. I should, in 
rny first essay on a comparison with the 
territorial extent of New York, and the 
number of districts into which that state is 
divided; and the "terrene superficies" of 
Marylanil, which Mr. Teackle computes 
at 10,000 square miles, that the slate of 
Maryland would require 1C89 districts, 
which would have almost 6 squuie miles 
extent, Mr. Teackle says, 5 square miles 
will he convenient subdivisions, and the 
"Common Farmer" agrees with him in 
that opinion—Let us see what will be the 
result: 10,000 square-miles divided by 5, 
will give 2000; consequently, according 
to this mode of calculation the state of Ma¬ 
ryland would consist of 2000 districts ol 
precisely A square miles, and the salary of 
teachers would amount to 600,000 dollars 
Observe here, there is no real inconsistency 
in these calculations: the “Common Farmer ’ 
makes the number of districts 1200, but be 
calculates upon the supposition, that there 
is in Maryland 60,000 youth and allows 50 
for each school. The calculations are right 
but the “lemmata" are wrong, for ihei c arc 
more than 60,000 youth ia Maryland and 
fO-is too many for one school. The 1689 
districts mentioned in my first number, it 
will be remembered, are iho result of a 
comparison with New York, upon the 
“lemma" that the state of Maryland bas 
10,000 square miles; the 2343 districts are 
the result of a comparison with N. York, 
upon the assumed proposition, that the su¬ 
perficies of (Lis state is 14000 square miles, 
and the 2000 districts are the “corrollary,,’ 
arithmetically deduced from Mr. Teack- 
le’s two "Lemmata,” first, that the slate 
of Maryland consists of 10,000 sqr. miles, 
and second, that 5 square miles are conve-

He washed down this 
infernal fare with solutions of arsenic end 
oxalic acid, thus throwing into the back 
ground the long established fame of Mith- 
ridates. He next swallowed, with great 
gout, several spoonful of boiled oil, aod, aa 
desert to this delicate repast, helped him¬ 
self, with his naked hand, to a considerable 
quantity of molten lead. There are, 'we 
koow, preparations which so indurate tbe 
cuticle as to render it insensible to the heat 
either of boiling or melting lead, and the 
lata) qualities of certain poisons may be 
destroyed, if the medium through which 
they are imbibed, as we suppose to be tbe 
cave here, is a strong alkali. We cannot, 
however, guess in what manner Monsieur 
Chabert effected neutralization, and it is 
but fair to stale, that the exhibitor offered 
to swallow Prussic acid, perhaps the most 
powetful of known poisons, tits eflect or 
which is instantaneous; if any good natured 
person could lurnish him with a quantity of 
it. During the period when this part of 
ihe entertainment, (if entertainment it can 
be railed) was going on, an oven, about six 
feet by seven, wa* heated. For an hour 
and a quarter large quantities of faggots 
were turned in it, until at length it was hot 
enough for the bed-chamber of his Satanic 
Majesty. “0! for a muse oT fire ” to des¬ 
cribe what followed. Monsieur Chabert, 
who seems, to be a living Asbestos, entered 
this stove, accompanied by a rump-steak St 
a leg of lamb, when the heat was at 220. 
He remained there io the first instance, for 
ten minutes, till the steak wss properly 
done, conversing all the time with the com¬ 
pany tluough a tin tube, plaeed in the sheet 
iron door ol the oven. Har/ng swallowed 
a cup or tea aod having seen that the com¬ 
pany had done justice to the meat he had 
already cooked, he returned to his fiery 
den, and continued there until the lamb 
was properly done. This joint was de¬ 
voured with such avidity by the spectators, 
as leads us to believe that had Monsieur 
Chabert himself been sufficiently baked, 
they would hare proceeded to a carribeau 
banquet.—Many experiments, os to the 
extent to which the human frame could 
bear heat, wiihout the destrcclfon of (be 
vital powers have been tried from time to 
tfme; but so far as we recollect, Monsieur 
Chabert’s fire-resisting qualities are greater < 
than those professed by the individuals who 
before him hare undergone this species of 
ordeal .—London Times.

Th>- extract goes on to state 
that, ‘should the Legislature deem it pro 
per tn commence in earnest a system of 
genpral education, or of internal improve¬ 
ments. 'hey wi ! l perceive that the means 
ol pay 11 it interest upon such loans as may 
become necessary will cot be wanting.’ 
Mexsrs. Teackle and Maxcy, after all their 
turning and iwfatiug louml the treasury 
cotnd not support both schemes, and each 
onxious to ici oimnend his own hill to the 
notice of the L gfalature, concluded to 
mention them both in the close of their re¬ 
marks, not liowevei without the disjunctive 
conjunction or between them.

i thought Mr. Teaikle had exhausted 
hi* invention at Annapolis last wioter, by 
endi-uw u.il g to exhibit to the legislature 
as favourable a prospect of our fi.cal situa¬ 
tion, as possible. But since Mr. Teac- 
kfa's return, he ha* found ev*n that pros- 
pi ci to be iiitufTn ienl for the support of his 
scheme, and rmiM quently his inventive

Schools at this lime, is of no moment, and 
it is therefore withheld; but I cannot refrain 
from tendering to that gentleman my sin¬ 
cere thanks, and heart felt gratitude, for 
the patriotic zeal with which he has taken 
up Ihe subject—nor from expressing a hope 
that he and I may live to see adopted a 
system of schools adapted to the revenues 
of the Slate and commensurate with the 
wants of the people, alike honourable to 
Maryland and beneficial to her citizens. 

My object, Sir, in addressing you, is 
simply to notice, and to endeavour to cor¬ 
rect the vast difference befaveen the writers 
above mentioned, as to their arithmetical 
calculations. Although they appear to re 
side in the same county, they certainly 
could not have learned their arithmetic from 
the same tutor, or else one has profited 
more by his tu.tion than have the others.

I have a “notion,” at least I have been 
taught to believe, that there is some little 
difference between it square mile and a 
mile square —about as much as between a 
salt-box and a box of salt, or between a 
mill-stone and a stone mill-and in this 
difference consist the errors of “Publicola” 
and “A Common Farmer.” I cannot 
think Mr. Teackle altogether right; though 
grant him his premises, and his conclusion 
is undoubtedly correct. lie believes the 
“terrene superficies” to be only 10,000 
square miles: now, the mean length of the 
State is said to be 150 miles, and Ihe mean 
breadth 110 miles, I therefore’‘reckon” the 
superficies of Maryland to be 14,300 
square miles, which I “calculate” will give 
572 districts of 5 miles sqqare each, (that 
is 25 square miles,) and which l “guess” 
will allow of a school within two and a half 
miles of the door of erery man within each 
district in the state. II then 572 Schools 
were thus established, and the tutors, at a 
salary ol 300 dollars each, were each 
leaching 50 children, there would be 23,600 
pupils, at an annual expense to the slate 
of 171 600 dollars, or 6 dollars fur each 
pupil.
